FINDINGS: There are bone changes consistent with the working 

linical diagnosis of sickle cell disease. There is minimal 
spondylolisthesis at L4-5 and L5-S1. The vertebral bodies and 
intervertebral spaces appeared normal . 



There is a linear lucency traversing the middle third of the right 
eleventh rib. This is most likely artifact from overlying bowel gas 
rather than a nondisplaced fracture. Clinical correlation is 
suggested.
